Mr. Speaker, I 
1^ to rtpress the shock I felt, which I 
know to shared by all Amerteans, at the 
rtclous kiUlng of four Uttte glria m 
Birmingham. Ato. It to hnperatlTe that 
the perpetrates of this outrage be 
brought to Justice with all possible speed. 
In action, as the PreiMent reiterated 
so eloquently yesterday. It to necessary 
that steps be taken to aeeure racial Jus- 
tice throughout the country so that 
Uagedles like that In ^ 

never again occur. This must be done If 
Infiamed emotions are to subeide and a 
terrible bloodletting It to be avoided. In 
addition, the public olBctols of the dty 
of Birmingham, the State of si^iMm. 
and all other areas where belnom acts 
of inUmldatlon are remmonplace must 
teU the estrenusU of their ooneUtnenciee 
In no uncertain terms that acts of vlo- 
iTOce and terror will be dealt with with 
the greatest passible firmness. The re- 
sponsibility of certsln of th^ 
for an inflamed sltuathm which en- 
courages the actions of deptsfwd fanatics 
cannot be overlooked. 

I h^> this tragedy wHl aerre fo 
remind Alntoonsns and all Anwtpy-wj 
of the need for the propoacd civU rlghU “ 
togialation, so that equal itohta for all 
Africans will bscome a reality, and 
^ vlolenoe and despair engendrted by 
the present situstlon win pass away 
forever.
